WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

The ninth annual Wednesday Evening Festivals at The Cleveland Museum of Art 
will take place on July 7, 14, 21, and 28, 1982. Firom 5:30 pm until the Museum 
closes at 10:00 pm, the Festivals offer varied programs: box suppers in the 
Outer Court, feature films, music concerts, and art lectures, workshops, and films. 
All of the activities, with the exception of the box suppers, are free and open to 

the general public . 

The box suppers are $6.00 and require prepaid advance reservation by noon of 
the Monday preceding each Wednesday Evening Festival. Reservations for the first 
supper (July 7) must be made by noon, Thursday,’ July 1. The Museum’s Department 
of Art History and Education, which plans the Festivals, accepts reservations for 
the box suppers at 421-7340, ext. 419. Places in the art workshops, in which 
enrollment is limited, can be reserved at the same number. These workshops explore 
subjects relating to the Museum collections. Instructors ask that young children 
attend with a parent, grandparent, or older friend. 

Feature films are by four distinguished British directors, including Alfred 
Hitchcock and David Lean. Music performers are L’Etoile chamber group; Tsvetan 
Constantinof f , piano; Joshua Bell, violin, accompanied by Karel Paukert, piano; 
and Roop Verma, sitar, accompanied by K. Paramjyoti, tabla. 

Museum staff will present four art lectures which, like three of the art films, 
focus on the special exhibition. The World of Ceramics: Masterpieces from The 
Cleveland Museum of Art , and on the supporting educational exhibition. The Porcelain 
Connection . Other exhibitions on view during the Festivals include Marcel Breuer: 
Furniture and Interiors , which closes July 25.
